City of New Castle Home Repair 
Assistance Program Dates and 
Parameters have been Expanded 

The City of New Castle Home Repair 
Assistance Program was initially approved by City 
Council in September of 2020 to run through 
March 31st of this year.  The program is funded by 
the Trustees of the New Castle Common, and 
administered by the City of New Castle.   

Originally residents of the City could get help with 
repairs to their roof or sidewalk, only.  The 
program now allows for repairs to sidewalks, 
roofs, and any other repair to the outside of an 
owners residence.  The deadline for the program 
has been extended until March 31, 2022. 

Qualification for receipt of funds: 
 

 Qualified properties must be owner occupied. 
 At least one owner must be 65 years of age and 

older, or permanently disabled. 
 Property owners will execute a deferred 

payment agreement calling for repayment of 
funds to the City when property is sold or title 
is otherwise transferred.  

 Income limits: No more than $15,000 / year of 
income for a single occupant – $30,000 for a 
married couple – This does not include Social 
Security income. 

 Maximum funding amount $2,500 / property.

Trustees Announce Annual 
Education Grant Fund 

 The “Trustees of New Castle Common 
Education Grant Fund” was established in 

1983 for eligible residents of the City New Castle. 
An applicant must be a senior in high school or a 
recent high school graduate who is entering freshman 
year in an accredited undergraduate college or 
university as a full-time student in the coming 
September. 
The grants are awarded to full-time residents of the 
City of New Castle. High school seniors must provide 
an acceptance letter from a college or university in 
order to be considered for the Grant. If the applicant is 
a dependent, the parent must be a resident of the City 
of New Castle. 
Funded applicants from previous years who continue 
to be a student in good standing are invited to 
reapply. 
Application packets are available from the Trustees of 
New Castle Commons, 201 Delaware Street, New 
Castle or online at trusteesncc.org. Please call 322-
2809 with any questions about the process or about 
residency in the City of New Castle. 
Please note the application and necessary 
information must be received by the Education 
Grant Committee no later than July 1, 2021.
